Mr. Walter L. Stebbings, a well-known civil engineer of 
Chicago, Ill., stabbed and killed Walter A. Scott, President 
of the Illinois Wire Co., at the latter’s office in the Mo- 
nadnock Block, on Aug. 9. The stabbing resulted from 
a quarrel between the two men over a business transaction 
which had been long in dispute. According to a statement 
made by Mr. Stebbings after the stabbing had occurred, he 
had been engaged to prepare plans and specifications for 
a heating plant for the works of the Illinois Wire Co 
This plant had been built by the B. F. Sturtevant Co, of 
Boston, Mass., according to his designs, but the construc- 
tion had not been completed on contract time, for which 
reason and also because the plant was claimed to be un- 
satisfactory, Mr. Scott had repeatedly refused payment 
to the contractors. They in turn had sent repeated de- 
mands for payment to Mr. Stebbings, and one of these 
had arrived in the morning’s mail of Aug. 9 Taking this 
statement and with the steel paper knife with which he 
had prepared to open it in his hand Mr. Stebbings went 
to Mr. Scott’s office, nearby in the same building, and 
renewed his request that payment be made. Mr. Scott 
met this request with his usual refusal, and after some 
angry talk, made a personal attack on Mr. Stebbings 
The latter struggled to defend himself and to escape by 
means of kicks and blows. He finally succeeded in break- 
ing away from his stronger opponent, but not until two 
of the blows by the hand holding the paper knife had in- 
flicted stab wounds, one of which penetrated a vital part 
and resulted in Mr. Scott's death an hour later. Mr. Scott 
was previously a resident of Merrill, Wis:, where he had 
amassed a fortune in lumbering and railway operations. 
About eighteen months ago he severed his connection with 
his former businesses and with Mr. E. E. Kilmer, of the 
Kilmer Wire Mfg. Co., formed the Illinois Wire Co., of 
which he became president. -His death leaves a wife and 
grown son. Mr. Stebbings is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan and an engineer of some twenty years’ 
standing. His work has been principally bridge and 
structural engineering. and some of the bridges designed 
by him are among the more noted engineering works of 
his native city. To his friends Mr. Stebbings was known 
as a man of high principles and great personal rectitude 
in all things, and to them the news of his unfortunate deed 
comes like a bolt from the blue. He was a widower, his 
wife having died during their honeymoon some seven years 
ago. For many years he had lived with his now aged 
father and hissistersinahome circle distinguished by those 
who knew it for its kindliness, affection and unpretentious 
refinement. Both in his home and in his dealings with 
the outside world Mr. Stebbings was a man of quiet man- 
ner and even temper, and it was only under the great 
provocation of personal assault and the fear of serious 
injury from a physically superior opponent that he would 
be capable of doing anyone physical harm.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 

LITERARY MAGAZINES.—‘‘The Century” for August 
is not, as frequently occurs with the midsummer holiday 
number of popular magazines, given up wholly to light 
literature, but contains a number of articles of perma- 
nent value. Chiefest of these is a collection of papers 
relating to the recent volcanic disturbances in the West 
Indies, which constitutes, we believe, the fullest and 
most accurate account of this notable disaster that has 
yet appeared in periodical literature. First in the egeries 
comes a paper by Prof. Jas. F. Kemp, of Columbia Uni- 
versity, on the general subject of ‘‘Earthquakes and Vol- 
canoes;’’ then an account of the St. Pierre disaster as 
contained in a series of letters written in the form of a 
daily journal by the Vicar-General of Martinique; and 
following this, copious extracts from the last issues of 
St. Pierre’s daily paper, ‘‘Les Colonies."’ Next come 
accounts of the tragedy in St. Vincent, written by the 
Chief of Poiice of St. Vincent and by the owner of an 
estate located near the Soufriere. In conclusion are given 
the letters of the younger Pliny, describing the eruption 
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of Vesuvius, in which Pompeii and Herculaneum were 
buried. The similarity is striking between the flight of 
those old-time refugees on the shores of the Mediterra- 
nean and the mad rush for life by those who were caught 
in the shower of ashes and cinders on the Island of St 
Vincent Two other “Century” articles which deserve a 
word of comment bere are “‘The New New York,"’ by 
Randall Blackshaw, and “‘The Range Situation in the 
Southwest by Ray Stannard Baker. The first of these 
papers is a summary of the remarkable works in engi- 
neering and building which are now going on in New 
York city It would be risking little to say that in no 
city In the world at any time has such a vast amount 
of construction work, involving so great an expegditure, 
ever been undertaken as that which is now in progress in 
New York city. The paper before us states that in the 
year 1001 the building plans filed in New York called 
for a total expenditure of about $150,000,000, To this 
must be added the great works in connection with the 
Pennsylvania, New York Central and Rapid Transit rail- 
ways, the construction of new East River bridges, the 
extension of parks and other enterprises described in 
detail in this paper. 

“State Protection for Ocean Travelers’’ is the title of 
a thoughtful paper by Admiral Melville in the August 
“North American Review."” He urges that Government 
should insist on greater precautions on the part of 
companies running passenger steamships. The point on 
which he lays most stress is the provision of twin screws 
instead of single serews, and while it is doubtless not 
feasible to prohibit the carriage of passengers by such 
vessels, he would give no malfl subsidy to them. He 
would also compel the provision of an adequate comple- 
ment of men, 80 that no officer or man should have to 
stand watch more than eight hours out of the twenty- 
four. Double hulls, with inner and outer skin, are an- 
other safeguard which he proposes. Such a construction 
would have saved the appalling loss of life by the sink- 
ing of the “Rio de Janeiro"’ at San Francisco last year, 
and did save the “‘Oregon"’ when she ran aground on the 
China coast “The Future of Wireless Telegraphy"’ is 
another ‘‘North American’’ paper deserving a word of 
notice Its author, after a long and able discussion, con- 
cludes that the chief fleld of wireless telegraphy will not 
be in competition with land and submarine telegraph 
lines, but in communication with ships at sea. 

The War Museum at Lucerne, Switzerland, founded by 
the late M. Jean de Bloch, is described in ‘‘The Review 
of Reviews."" As some of our readers may remember, M. 
Bloch was a wealthy philanthropist and man of letters 
who devoted much effort in the later years of his life to 
disseminating the idea that modern invention has so 
revolutionized warfare as to make it no longer possible 
for civilized nations to engage in it Events in South 
Africa have called world-wide attention to the importance 
of M. Bloch’s claims, and a reaction must sooner or later 
set in against the vast expenditures for military and 
naval purposes which now burden all civilized nations 

rhe August ‘‘World’s Work" is particularly noticeable 
for the magnificence of its illustrations. The series illus- 
trating scenes In the regions to which recreation seekers 
turn at this season of the year deserves high praise An 
article deserving special mention is that upon West Point, 
prepared with special reference to the recent centennial 
celebration there.

This special bulletin on the destroyers of the pine trees 
describes two forms of beetles which are causing great 
destruction in the pine forests of the Rocky Mountains. 
The natural enemies of these insects are the woodpeckers, 
but the birds have been slaughtered and driven away 
until there are not enough to check the rapid spread of 
the pest. The only remedy is said to be to cut the tim- 
ber and remove and burn the bark. If left without burn- 
ing, the beetles will go to other live trees. The report 
also urges the encouragement of bird life in the forest 
regions. 

BROWN’'S DIRECTORY OF AMERICAN GAS COM-

This well-known and increasingly useful publication 
continues to give the leading facts of interest regarding 
the gas companies of the country and the electrical de- 
partments of such companies as have them.

A second division is devoted to natural gas com- 
panies, a third to acetylene town plants and a fourth to 
parent or operating companies. Then follow the officials 
and full membership lists of ten gas associations; an 
article on ‘‘Temperature Measurement’; some ‘Gas 
Fitter’s Rules’’; a table for converting kilowatts to horse- 
power, running by halves from 15 to 165.5 K-W., and a 
moonlight lighting schedule for every night of the year, 
compiled by Mr. H. W. Frund, of Vincennes, Ind. The 
only fault we wish to find with this book is to renew our 
old complaint that it contains no summaries. Certainly, 
many who use the book would at least like to know how 
many companies are included and how many of them 
have electrical departments. 

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH OF OHIO.—Report for 
IsvO-1000, Probst, Secretary, Columbus, O. 
Paper; 6 x 10 Ins.; pp. 602; tables and illustrations. 

This report contains a large amount of interesting 
matter on water supply and sewage disposal in Ohio, 
actual and proposed. First there are numerous reports on 
applications for authority to construct or extend water- 
works, sewerage and sewage-disposal systems, often ac- 
companied by liberal extracts from reports made by engi- 
geers on the several projects. Then 207 pages are devoted 
to the ‘‘Fourth Report of an Investigation of the Rivers 
of Ohio as Sources of Public Water Supplies."’ This re- 
port covers work done on the two Miami Rivers, and 
leaves only ‘the Ohio River and Lake Erie supplies for 
investigation The report is accompanied by small maps 
of various towns, showing sewers, water-works and points 
at which samples were collected for analysis. Mr. E. G. 
Horton discusses the chemical and bacterial examinations 
of the various water supplies, giving his analyses in both 
tables and diagrams. Mr. Benj. J. Flynn, Engineer to 
the Board, reports on his sanitary survey of the drainage 
areas in question, describing both water supply and sew- 
erage system and the conditions prevailing in towns with- 
out either.

There are 2,107.5 miles of main and branch railway line 
in Massachusetts, with 4,416 miles of actual track. Out 
of 45 corporations reporting to the Commissioners, three 
of these—the Boston & Albany, Boston & Maine and New 
York, New Haven & Hartford railways, operate over 
96% of the total mileage and conduct nearly 98% of the 
entire passenger and freight traffic. The ratio of operating 
expenses to gross earnings on these three roads was re- 
spectively 66.08, 69.88 and 69.89% in the order named, the 
average of the ten years 1892-1901 being 69.19%. The 
report goes very fully into the detail of capital invested, 
earnings and expenses and amount and class of traffic. 
Since 1890 the Commission has abolished 202 grade cross- 
ings, with a corresponding reduction in the number of 
railway accidents; the total grade accidents for 1901-2 was 
37, or a little over half as many such accidents as in 1891. 

The 99 street railway companies reporting operate 2,215 
miles of main track, all by electricity. The capital in- 
vested in railways of this class has grown from $17,237,- 
185, in 1888, to $99,611,185, and the average cost of these 
roads per mile is $23,953 for construction, $8,677 for 
equipment and $11,666 for lands, power plant, etc., the 
total average cost being $44,297 per mile. The total aver- 
age cost of the steam railways of the state is $84,339 


per mile, including $7,670 per mile for equi;
